One is a special dispatch to the 
New York Ev ening Post, which pur­ 
ports to explain the oil problem In 
Kansas by saying that there is a 
“v ast ov er-production of crude petrol­ 
eum.” 
The other piece of literature 
is a reprint from the Nation, in which 
an attem pt is made to answ’er Ida M. 
Tarbell’s history of the Standard Oil 
company. 
The fact that the litera­ 
ture was sent to a denominational col­ 
lege is ev idence that the trusts, and 
such agents of theirs as the civ ic as­ 
sociation, are trying to ov ercome the 
influence of the magazine articles and 
court inv estigations.

To Heal the Sick of a Denver, 
Colo., Church, 


NEW IDEAS ARE ADVANCED 


Inromdm Being Made in the Old Ee- 
tablished Denominations By the 
Various Heating Cults. 


St. 
Mark’s 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
ehurdi of Denver has been stirred to 
its foundation by an act on the part 
of its rector, Rev. John H. Houghton, 
M. A., to establish a church guild for 
the purpose of teaching a church heal­ 
ing of the sick by means of religious 
instruction, say s a Denver, Colo., dis­ 
patch. 
The unprecedented act of its pastor 
promises 
sensational 
developments 
among the members of Mr. Houghton’s 
congregation and threatens to shake 
the very principles of the creed and 
revolutionize this most conservative 
church. 
Mr. Houghton has ever been the 
enemy of healing cults and has bitter­ 
ly opposed and fought their invasion 
of his congregation. He has denounc­ 
ed the principles of their healing and 
dmited their claim of following the 
precepts of the Bible. Mr. Houghton 
has preached from the pulpit against 
the practice of healing by those who 
claim to receive help only from the 
Bible. 
Was Himself Healed. 
During the past y ear, however, be 
has taken occasion to state that he 
believed all earnest Christians should 
be m asters of their mind and body, 
and some six months ago created a

sensation at a meeting of the Minis­ 
terial alliance by the statem ent that 
the healing of the sick by certain re­ 
ligious sects was an issue which all 
the churches of the world must sooner 
or later meet fairly and settle to the 
entire satisfaction of the Christians 
of the world. 
“I. my self, have been healed by the 
word of God, the study of the Bible, 
the understanding of Christ’s teach­ 
ings.” is the statem ent of Rev Mr. 
Houghton. 
And he has made known 
his intention of establishing guilds 
where healing, as taught by the Bible, 
will be the study of those who enroll 
for membership. 
Mr. HoughtOn seems to recognize 
the fact that Inasmuch as the old es­ 
tablished churches have not healed 
the sick, they have not practiced and 
preached the gospel of C hrist 
The 
greater part of the New Testament Is 
devoted to the account of Jesus heal­ 
ing men. and Mr. Houghton is the 
first of the orthodox clergy men who 
has come to a practical realization 
that the Great Teacher Intended his 
works of relieving and banishing suf­ 
fering, sickness and sin to be recog­ 
nized in the establishment of Christi­ 
anity . 
SaR’^tloned By the Queen. 


Henry Holden Colpus of Philadel­ 
phia comes to 
Denver 
to aid Mr. 
Houghton in his work with the newly 
established guild. 
He Is working in 
the interests of the Church of Eng­ 
land, and the 
movement 
has the 
sanction of Queen Alexandra of Eng­ 
land. 
The church is divided in Its recep 
tion of this radical change, and there 
is danger of those who do not approve 
of the move to band themselves to­ 
gether and form a separate denomi­ 
nation. It is the earnest effort of Mr. 
Houghton to prevent members from 
leaving the church, and to this end 
Mr. Colpus comes to his assistance. 
The measure Is taken to put an end 
to the constantly decreasing member­ 
ship on account of the inroads of new­ 
ly established churches which preach 
the healing of the sick as taught by 
Christ, and demanded of them in his 
final words in the last chapter of St. 
Mark. 
Since 
the 
establisment of 
Christian Science by Rev. Mary Baker 
G. Eddy , older denominations have 
felt the lack 
of 
their 
teaching of 
Christ’s healings, and their loaa of 
followers through their remissness in 
this regard. 
"An organized effort to resist the 
encroachments of the various healing 
cults is to be made by the Church of 
England,” said Henry Holton Colpus 
of Philadelphia, who is in this city in 
the interest of the movement 
The healing of the sick through the 
instruction of their minds and by 
means of spiritual ministrations is 
believed to he possible and practica­ 
ble by many eminent divines. 
Mr. Colpus said it was the inten­ 
tion to organize 
guilds 
of health 
throughout the British empire and 
also to extend the movement so as to 
Include the parishes of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in the United States. 
In London Also. 
Simultaneously in London, England, 
and in Denver, Colo., Mr. Colpus said, 
the necessity for some radical move­ 
ment to counteract the tendency of 
church members to sever their church 
relations for enlistment in the ranks 
of various healing cults, was recog- 
nized. 
The guild of health was the sugges­ 
tion of Rev. Dr. Noel, vicar of S t 
Mary’s church, 
Paddington 
Green, 
London. 
Mr. Colpns said, and this 
clergy man, with 
the 
assistance of 
Capon Scott 
Holland, 
vicar of S t 
Paul’s cathedral, started the move­ 
ment In London. 
The object of tne movement to es­ 
tablish the guild, Mr. Colpus explain­ 
ed, was to ai’ouse a dormant interest 
in spiritual religion and to stregthen 
faith in the power of God to cure men 
of their 
infirmities. 
Religious 
in­ 
struction, in purify ing the mind and 
soul from disease, 
Mr. Colpus be­ 
lieves, will make it possible to pro­ 
mote the phy sical as well as the ^ Ir- 
itual well-being of all who have faith. 
Sy mpathy 
for

I was 
indicted in Texas for complicity in 
the robbery, hut there was no ev idence 
to conv ict me and I was discharged. 
I am positiv e, howev er, that detectiv es 
of the Pacific Express company are 
k eeping track of me. 
An unk nown 
man is shadowing me now, and has 
been for week s. 
What I want is to 
find some man who will giv e me new 
money and accept half of the $30,000 
as his fee.* 
“I told him that I was not in the 
train robbing ousiness, and that I did 
not care to discuss such an arrange­ 
ment with him. I warned him of the 
danger, and suggested that the best 
tiling he could do would he to negoti­ 
ate with the express company for the 
return of the money. In fact, the 
company might he willing to giv e him 
a substantial reward for doing it. He 
declined to consider such a proposi­ 
tion. 
He ask ed for the name of a 
lawyer who would adv ise him, and I 
told him of one in an adjoining coun­ 
ty. 
He found the lawyer, and from 
what I afterward learned, they seem­ 
ingly reached an agreement 
‘‘The money was alleged to he hurl- 
on a farm belonging to the man's 
brother In Pottawatomie county. The 
alleged Texas rancher and his attor­ 
ney found themselv es shadowed by 
the supposed detectlv a He appeared 
without 
warning 
at 
unexpected 
places, and the man with the buried 
money was unwilling that any attempt 
should be made to dig it up so long 
as the supposed detectiv e was in the 
neighborhood. 
He said that If they 
were surprised with the money they 
could be arrested and the money con­ 
fiscated. 
“One day a man representing him­ 
self to he the sheriff of the county 
where the div orce suit had been filed, 
appeared with a court order citing 
the rancher to appear and pay his 
wife $1,500 alimony. The lawyer was 
unwilling to allow anything to inter­ 
v ene that might prev ent digging up 
the money, and induced the sheriff to 
grant three or four days* time for the 
appearance of his client. 
No oppor­ 
tunity came to dig up 
the 
buried 
money, howev er, as the supposed de­ 
tectiv e remained close at hand. The 
sheriff returned in about a week with 
an alleged court oi'der requiring the 
rancher to appear and show cause 
why he should not be punished for 
contempt. Rather than let the ranch­ 
er get beyond his reach, the lawyer 
adv anced the $1,500, and the sheriff 
departed, tha t was where the lawyer 
made a fatal mistak e. The rancher 
disappeared and tlie lawyer says he 
nev er again heard of him or his $1,500. 
1 hav e alwasns oeliev ed this to he 
the clev erest swindle I ev er saw. The 
lawyer was bound hand and foot, as 
he could not afford to appeal to the 
courts without disclosing the nature 
of his contract with the man who had 
deceiv ed him. I suspect that the man 
and his wife were professional div or­ 
cees, and the ‘detectiv e* a confeder- 
ale. 
In the last two years on the 
printed dock ets of two courts in Indi­ 
an Territory I hav e read the applica­ 
tion of the f^ame Mrs. Blank against 
the same Mr. Blank for div orce, and 
hav e been curious to k now whether 
or not the same detectiv e and the 
same story of buried treasure led to 
the fieecing of some 
unsuspecting 
lawyer.** 
The court records of 
the county 
where the first suit for div orce was 
filed show that the case is still pend­ 
ing, although the principals long since 
hav e left the country. 
The sheriff 
then in office denies that he ev er serv ­ 
ed any papers for alimony, nor does 
the record disclose that alimony was 
allowed.

Tired Persons Are Very Prone to 
Meet With Accidents. 
That a tired man is much more apt 
to meet with an accident than one In 
full possession of his strength, phys­ 
ical and mental. Is strik ingly shown 
by an analysis of some statistics of 
accidents in v arious trades and occu­ 
pations. made recently In France. 
This shows that in all cases acci­ 
dents occur Infrequently in the early 
hours of the work ing day. They in- 
ctease in number as the day ad­ 
v ances. drop suddenly just after the 
mid-day rest, and then increase again 
as the afternoon passes, until, at the 
end of the whole day. they are much 
more numerous than at the end of the 
morning. It can scarcely be doubted 
that these facts mean that liability 
fo accident in the course of one*b 
daily work is directly related to the 
degree of fatigue. 
Hence it is im­ 
portant for employers and employed 
alik e to see that the work ers do not 
become ov er-tired.—Montreal Herald.

HE KILLED HIMSELF. 


Church Janitor Who Had Been Repri- 
manded For Drinking. 


W. A. Wright, a federal p risoner 
charged with murder taken to Guthrie, 
Okla., to p rison from Hobart, 
last 
Thursday, says he has been hanged 
four times for the crime of which he 
is accused. His story of the methods 
used to make him confess and of the 
narrow' escap es he has had since his 
arrest are interesting. 
He w'as arrested on November 18. 
The terrible death of Slaterley, the 
man he is accused of murdering, caus­ 
ed such a feeling in Hobart that 
a 
mob gathered that evening and p re­ 
p ared to take him from the county 
jail and lynch him. 
The officers, In the meantime, had 
learned of the intended lynching and 
sp irited W right to Anadarko, where 
he w'as kep t for three days. 
He was 
then taken back to Hobart for his 
p reliminary hearing. 
Efforts w'ere made to make him con-

and W right declared his innocence,

three days, and one night W right says j 
he was taken from the jail by the offi- • 
cers, a noose p laced about his neck, | 
the rop e thrown over a telep hone p ole 
and he was told he was about to be 
hanged and that the only thing that 
would save him would be a confession. 
When he refused to confess he was 
swung into the air, and that this was 
rep eated four times. 
When he was 
lowered the last time, W right says he 
was unconscious, and the officers be­ 
came frightened and took him back 
into jail. 
Wright had been 
p icking 
cotton 
near Hobart, and. according to his 
statement, bought a team of h ors^ 
and a wagon from Slaterley at his 
farm house, six miles from Hobart. 
on November 9 . 
On Sunday, November 
13, he said, 
the bill of sale was made onL Slster- 
ley’s body was discovered In the moun­ 
tains November 
18. 
He had been 
shot, his head was crushed and the 
body was burled 
under 
a p ile of 
stones. 
Slaterley and W right 
had 
been seen driving together toward 
the Indian reservation about the time 
Slaterley was killed. 
Slaterley was 
a bachelor. 
It has been decided the murder 
must have been committed on the 
government reservation, and, there­ 
fore. the case must be tried in the 
federal court. 
The trial will be at 
Anadarko 
in May.
